Natural  and  '  The  Pocklington  Rural  District  is  situated  in 

Social  Condit  '  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  having  York  to  the 
ions --of  the  West  and  Great  Driffield  and  Beverley  to  the  East. 
District.  *  It  comprises  31  parishes,  the  total  area  of  which 

is  101,521  acres,  or  158  square  miles.  The  total 
population  at  the  census  of  1931  was  12,723; 
estimated”  t  'midsummer  1941,  13,360.  The  number  of 
inhabited  houses  is  3,527  and  the  number  of  families 
■  or  separate  occupiers  is  3,527  (normally).  The 
assessable  value  is  £38,870,  the  sum  represented  by  a 
penny  rate  on  that  amount  being  £161.  12.  8. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS . 

»•  The  District  is  almost  entirely  agricultural, 

and  the  chief  occupations  are  in  connection  with 
that  industry. 

The  31  parishes  comprising  the  District  also 
form  the  area  of  the  Pocklington  Guardians  Committee. 
The  ordinary  cases  of  illness  amongst  the  poor  are 
treated  in  the  Public  .Assistance  Institution,  cases 
•requiring  hospital  treatment  being  sent  to  the  Hull 
Royal  Infirmary  or  York  County  Hospital.

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  4  and 
the  number  notified  was  8.  The  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
are  usually  always  notified  but  if  not  it  is  generally 
where  a  case  is  rapidly  ijioved  for  sanatorium  treatment 
cases  notified  in  previous  years,  or  where  a  resident 
of  the  District  dies  outside  the  District. 
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CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 


The  only  special  cases  of  sickness  wore  due  to  the 
prevalence  of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  of  which  there 
were  90  cases  of  the  former  and  22  of  the  latter. 


Medical  men  in  the  District  can  have  bacter iologiu.l  «. 
examinations  mr.de  by  the  Emergency  Laboratory  at  Pockling ton 
free  of  charge.  The  Council  supply  diphtheria  antitoxin  to  a 
any  practitioners  in  the  District  who  require  it. 

During  the  year  90  bacteriological  oxamin.  tions 
were  made. 

Fever.  There  is  no  Fever  Hospital  in  the  District,  but  the 

County  provide  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  District  at 
Driffield,  which  has  accommoda  tion  for  ■  62  beds. 

Ambulance  A  motor  Ambulance  is  provided  from 'the  Driffield 

facilities  I sola tion  Hospital  by  the  County  Authorities* 
for  infec¬ 
tious  c  s : s  In  1939  a  sick  bay  was  provided  fro  treatment  of 

Evacuees.  The  house,  known  as  the  Red  House,  Pocklington, 
is  spacious  aiid  well  arranged  for  such  a  purpose.  There 
are  five  wards  each  capable  of  accomir odating  four  patients 
comfortably*  Good  work  has  been  carried  on  throughout 
the  year*

Sill  I  TARY  CIRCIDISTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

The  -whole  of  the  district  with  the  exception  of 
Barniby  Moor,  Goodman  ham  and  Market  Weighton,  Pocklingto  n 
and  Londeshorouffb  rad  the  dales  at  Millington  and 
Givendale  is  supplied  by  the  Regional  Scheme  from  springs 
in  the  chalk  wolds.  The  supply  is  pure  and  abundant 
and  is  adequately  protected  from  every  source  of  pollution. 

In  tho  event  of  interference  with  the  Regional  Scheme 
by  enemy,  action  alternative  supplies  are  assured  in  all 
villages  from  private.  sources*  Any  supplies  used  would 
be  chlorinated* 


A  salvage  of  Waste  Scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  the 
early  part  of  1940  an d  during  the  year  170  tons  of  salvage 
were  collected  and  disposed  of  for  £460.  The  scattered 
nature  of  the  District  made  .collection  difficult  and 

costly,  2  ton  Lorry  was  allocated  to  the  Council 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  a  general  improvement 
b  e  gan  ii  lined i  a t e  ly .

’  report.,  .  The.  Birth  rate  is  higher  than  last  year  by  29, 
and- -the-  Death  rate  lower  by  44.  In  spite  of  the  t/ar, 
a  number  of  Sanitary  improvement 0  have  taken  place,  and 
a  large  -number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  v/ith 
meat  and  -food.  The  sanitary  conditions  and  the  Public 
Health  of  the  .District  in  niy  opinion  arc  both  satisfactory.
